ing an undue Reſtraint upon the Conver/ation of 
Freemen, if they made it highly penal to talk ſcan- 
dalouſiy and diſreſpetfully of their Queen, or ber 
Government. They thought it no Abridgment 
of the Liberty of aſſembling together for Buſi- 
neſs or Recreation, if an obſtinate Continuance 
in a Riot, after a Proclamation had been duel 

made for ſeparating, were puniſhed with Death. 
Sometimes, indeed, when they found themſelves 
-oblig'd to pals a Law for inflicting a Puniſhment 


more ſevere than ordinary for a Miſdemeanor,

J. D. 1568, and 1569. MURRAY Regent of Scotland cun- 
ingly propounded to the Duke of Norfolk a Marriage with the 
Queen of Scots, and to the Queen herſelf ſecretly gave Hopes by 
Melvin of —_ reſtored to her Kingdom; and yet to alienate 
Queen Elizabeth from her, ſpread Rumours againſt her. There 
grew alſo a Suſpicion concerning the Duke, by means of ſecret 
Conferences at Terk: betwixt him and the Biſhop of Rofſe and 
Lidingtor. : 
Six George Cary, the Lord Hunſdon's Son, being privately 
ſent to the Regent of Scotland to get out of him, whether the 
Duke had imparted any thing to him touching the Marriage, 


the Regent ſent Letters to Queen Elixabeth by the Abbot of 
Dumfermlin, whereby he ſignified, that the Duke had ſecretly 
dealt with him at Hampton-Court to favour his Marriage with 
the Queen of Scote, and threatned him ſore unleſs he would 
favour it; That he had promiſed to favour it meerly to prevent 
a Plot Jaid for his Life; And that ſhortly after the Duke did by 
Letters awritten in privy Cyphers, intreat him to give his Aſent 
zo the Marriage. Moreover, the Duke gave him to underſtand 
by Boyd that he would never forſake the Queen of Scots. 

THE Duke who ſecretly and warily held Correſtondence by 
Letters (which were ſent 3 in Ale Bottles) with the Bi- 
flop of Roſve, Leiceſter and Throckmorton, was about this time 
Examined, concerning his Marriage with the Queen of Scots, 
and his private Conferences with the Biſhop of Roſe, and was 
ſent to the Tower of London, under the Cuſtody of Henry 
Nevill, Knight. Two Days after, :he Biſt op of Roſſe was in 
like manner examined; and Robert Ridolph a Florentine, who 
had lived long as a Factor in London, and been employed by 
Pius Quintue, Biſhop of Rome, to excite the Papiſts in England 
ſecretly againſt Quoen Elizabeth, This Gentleman, with whom 
Roſſe and the reſt had great Familiarity, was committed to Sir 
Francis Walſnzham's Cuſtody, The Earl of Pembroke was 
commanded to keep his Houſe, and brought to a private Exa- 
mination, Certain Noblemen were removed. from the Court 
as acceſſory to the Matter, who craved Pardon. In like man- 
ner the En1s of Northumbtrland and Weſtmorland, who had 
their Hands in the Plot, ſubmitted themſclyes to the Earl of

A. D. 1569. IN the beginning of | Autumn there aroſe a 
ſlight Rumour touching an intended Rebellion, which was 
at firſt neglected; but ſhortly after it increaſed, | by. reaſon. 
of the frequent Meetings of the. Earls of Northumberland, 
Weſtmorland and others, inſomuch. as Suſſex the Lord Pre- 
ſedent ſent for them, and . queſtioned them concerning the. 
ſaid Rumour : Who confeſſed that they had heard thereof; but 
that they were guiley thereof they flatly denied, and with many. 
and deep Obteſtations vowed to ſpend their Lives for the Queen, 
againſt all Rebels whatſoever. Hereupon they were ſent home 
again, and that with Power to enquire after the Authors of ſuch 
a Rumour. Nevertheleſs the Rumour increaſed again in ſuch 
ſort, that the Queen, though ſhe thought nothing was to be 
raſhly credited againſt ſuch great Men, yet ſhe commanded them 
Ly Suſſex to come up forthwith to London, to remove all Suſpi- 
cign; Suſſex notwithſtanding, commanded them to come unto 
him, as it were to conſult with them about the Affairs of that 
Province, They at the firſt made Delays, and ſoon after flatly 
denied to come. Hereupon the Queen in all haſte by per- 
emptory Letters commanded them, all Excuſe ſet apart, to - 
pear preſently before her, to the end ſhe 4 either quite de. 
ter them from Rebellion, or elſe they might forthwith break 
out into Rebellion, before they could gather all their Forces to- 
gether, and the Matter grow ripe. For, (as was known after- 
ward) certain Auxiliary Companies both from the Scottiſn Con- 
federates, and alſo from the Duke of Alva, were privily appoint.

As ſoon as Northumberland had read the Letters, being a 
Man of an eaſie Nature, and conſcious of his own Guiltinefs, he 
wavered in Doubt whether he ſhould go unto the Queen, or 
ſave himſelf by Flight, or elſe break forth into Rebellion, 
His Friends and Servants being now prepared for Rebellion, 
ſeeing him thus wavering and fearful, called upon him at una» 
wares in the dead of the Night, crying that Oſwald Ulſrep, and 
Vaughan his Enemies were at Hand with an Armed Power to 
carry him away Priſoner. They beſeech him not to neglect 
himſelf, his Friends, nor the Religion of his Fathers. The Ca- 
tholicks (ſay they) are now ready prepared all over England, to 
maintain the Romiſb Religion ; the Bells are tumultyouſly. run 
backwards throughout all the Towns, to ſtir up the Multitude 
The Earl trembling roſe out of his Bed, and withdrew himſelf 
to a Lodge in his Park near Topcliff, and the next Night to

nard Dacres (when the Lord Dacres his Nephew by his elder 
Brother died young) ſtomached it much that fo goodly an Inhe- 
ritance deſcended by Law to his Nieces, whom the Duke of 
Norfolk, their Farher-in-Law, had betrothed to his Sons, and had 
commenced a Suit againſt his Nieces : Which when it went not 
to his Deſire, he fell to Plotting and Practiſing with the Rebels, 
and attempted (but in vain) to deliver the Queen of Scots our 
of Cuſtody.

For Edmund and Peter Boteler, the Earl of Ormond's Brethren, 


refuſed to obey the Laws, proſecuting the good Subjects with 
Fire and Sword, and entered into a Confederacy with James 
Fitz-Moris of the Houſe of Deſmond, Mac- Artimore, Fitx-Ed- 
mund Steward of Imokelly, and others, who, with the Bijhop 
ef Rome and the Spaniard, laboured all they could to maintain 
rheir Religion, and to out Queen Elizabeth of her Kingdom of 
Ireland. Whereupon they were proclaimed Traitors, and Sir 
Peter Carew the Elder skirmiſhed with them ſundry times with 
variable Succeſs. Nevertheleſs, having gathered together certain 
Companies of People of deſperate Fortune, they beſieged Kil- 


kenny, and commanded the Citizens to deliver Narham St, Le- 
ger's Wife into their Hands: But being beaten off by the Garri- 


fon-Soldiers who ſallied upon them, they miſerably harraſſed 
the Country round about. To kindle the Flame of this Rebelli- 


en, there came from the Spaniard Jos Mendoza : And out of 


England, to quench it, came the Earl of Or920nd, who perſwa- 
ded his Brethren, ſo that they ſubmitted themſelves : Yet were 


they caſt into Priſon. But the Earl's continual Interceſſion for 


them to the Queen, obtained that they were not brought to 
their Trial, as their Offences deſerved. But the Lord Deputy 
ſharply purſued the Remainders of this Rebellion by the Means 
of Sir Humphrey Gilbert, and ſoon diſperſed them. |

failed into France, whilſt all Men wondered what was become 
of him. The Conſpirators, fearing he had been gone into Eng- 
land to reveal the Matter, continued in their Obedience, But 
when he came to ci ory dr e of all; he ſeriouſly repent- 
ed him, and freely confeſſed the whole Matter to Norris the Am- 
our in France. 

Bur Thomas Stukely; an Engliſhman; a riotous Spetdeheifi; 
who having conſumed his Eftate had fled into Ireland, ſlipped. 
out of treland into Italy, to Pius Quintus, Biſno of Rome; 
| where incredible it is into how great Grace and Fayour he 

wrought himſelf by his Flatteries with that Old Man, who brea- 


thed after the Deſtruction of Queen Elizabeth; making great 
Boaſts and Promiſes that with 3000 7:alians he would drive the 
'Englifh out of Ireland, and fire the Engliſh Fleet. Which things 
he yo i wickedy r but to his own Deſtruion: 
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A D. 1571. W HEN the Captive Queen of Scots was now. 
without all Hopes, though not without extreme Grief, and all 
her Servants were removed from her but Ten and a Prieſt, and 
all Means of 23 her Safety and Liberty were obſtructed, 
the could no longer conceal that which had been long time 
lock'd up in her Breaſt, She therefore privately ſendeth a large 

Commentary or Draught of her Counſels and Affairs which * 
bad formerly written, together with certain Love- Letters, to the 
Duke of Norfolk, written in Cyphers known only to them tao ; 


as alſo other Letters, to be conveyed by Ridolpho to the Pope and 


the Spaniard : Which Ridolpho ſhe commenideth as a Man moſt 
devoted to her, and moſt neceſlary for her Service. Higford, 
the Duke's Secretary, dh tranſcribed theſe Papers in an ordi- 
zary Character, being commanded to caſt them into the Fire, 
hid them under a Mat in the Duke's Chamber, and this (as it 
ſeemeth) by Appointment beforehand. | 
SOME Engliſh took great Care and Pains to haſten a Mar- 
riage betwixt the Queen of Scots and the Duke of Norfolk, 


whom they had, by their corrupt Counſels, drawn again to that 


Paſs, that, contrary to what he had promiſed, he began to 
oy again of Marriage with her: Which was firſt thus diſco- 
vered. . 7 : 

RIDOLPHO the Florentine, who was ſent into Foreign Parts 
to ſollicit the Queen of Scots Affairs, had imparted to Charles 
Bail;fe a Netherlander, the Queen of Scots Servant, all his 
Tranſactions with the Duke of Alva, and had delivered him 
Letters wwritten in Cyphers for her, the Spaniſh Ambaſſadour, 
the Duke of Norfolk, Roſſe, and the Lord Lumley, made up all 
in one Packet: Which Bailife brought over himſelf, though 
Roſſe had commanded he ſhould leave them with the Gover- 
nour of Calice to be ſent over. | 

But as ſoon as Bailife was arrived in the Haven of Dover, he 
was apprehended and impriſoned, and the Packet of Letters 


ſent to the Lord Cobham, Lord Warden of the Cinque-Ports :

He, being put to the Rack confeſſed ſome things, and amongſt 
others, that a Packet of Letters came to Rofſe his Hands, Nei- 


der was Rolle ignorant of this, auho preſently diſpatched Cuth- 


bert his Secretary privately to leave his Cyphers, and whatſoe- 


der elſe mizht do any Hurt, abroad amongſt his Friends; fo that 


hen Suſſex, Burghley, Mildmay and Sadleir diligently ſearched 


his Hoſe, they found nothing.

Asovr the fame time the Queen of Scots had ſent a cer- 
tain Sum of Money to the French Ambaſſadour, to be conveyed . 
to her Party in Scotland. The Ambaſſadour delivered it to 
Barker and Higford, who acquainting the Duke therewith, de- 
livered it to Brown a Citizen of Shrewsbury, one of the Duke's 
Retainers, to be conveyed by Baniſter and Lowaer into Scot- 
land, to the Lord Heris. Brown being a Man of a Nature apt 
to ſuſpect, and finding by the Weight that Gold Coin was de- 
livered him for Silver, put the ſame with the Letters into the 
Council's Hands, 45 8 | 

HEREIN the Wiſer ſort have obſerved, that the Duke firſt 
made himſelf guilty of High Treaſon, in that he relieved Heris 
and the Scots, who were Proclaimed Enemies, and had waſted” 
the Borders of England. Hereupon Hig ford was carried to 
Priſon, who of his own accord preſently confefled the whole 
Matter touching the Money, and withal revealed in what 
Places he had hid the Letters and Cyphers, and alſo the Queen 
F Scots Commentary before- mentioned. | 

Wu x the Council had received this Commentary and the 
Letters beforementioned, as likewiſe other Letters ſent from the 
Biſhop of Rome, and Barker being apprehended had confeſſed 
Al, Sir Ralph Sadleir was commanded to keep a Guard upon 
the Duke's Houſe at London. The third Day after the Duke 
himſelf was examined, and (not knowing what his Servants had 
confeſſed, but ſuppoſing the ſaid Commentary with the Letters 
had been burnt,) denied all things which they had conteſſed. 
Hereupon within a Day or two, namely, the 7th of September, 
he was brought back again to the Tower of London (from 
whence he was ſet at Liberty a Year before) by Sir Ralph Sad- 
leir, Sir Thomas Smith, Sir Henry Nevill, and Dr. Wilſon. 
Afterwards Baniſter, who was the Duke's Counſellor at Law, 
the Earls of Arundel and Southampton, the Lord Lumley, the 
Lord Cobham, and Thomas his Brother, Henry Percy, Lowder, 
Powell, Goodyer, and others, were committed to Priſon, who 
every one of them in hopes of Pardon confeſſed what they knew. 

As ſoon as the Council produced theſe Men's Confeſſions, the 
Queen of Scots and the Biſhop of Roſſe's Letters, with the fore- 
ſaid Commentary, to the Duke's Face, he was wonderfully trou- 
bled ; but when he looked upon the Commentary and the Letters 
which hethought had been burnt, he was abaſhed, and brake foryh 
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into theſe Words, I an#berrayed and undone by my own Confldints,” 
being loth to miſtruſt them, which is the Strength and Nerves of 
iſdom. But he humbly beſought the Council to make Intereeſ(- 
ſton for him to the 3 to conceal nothing which 


he knew. The fame Day he was Examined upon 30 Articles or 
thereabouts, and concealed nothing. By * Cone ions of 


them all, yea and of the Duke himſelf, th Biſhop of Roſſe was 
charged as the Contriver of tube Buſineſs; and was conveyed to 
the Tower of London; where, being kept very ſtraitly, in a ſhove 
time he Anſwered to all Queſtions, with Proyiſo that his An- 
fwers ſhould not be prejudicial to any.

A. D. 1572, THE Duke of Norfolł was brought to his Tryal 
January the 16th, for his Crimes abovementioned, and was 
found Guilty, and had Sentence of Neath paſſed upon him as in 
Caſes of High Treaſon; and on the ſecond of Jane he was 
Executed, | ET Jp 
Some few Days after, Barney and Mather were Executed, 
who had Conſpired with one Herle, a Lewd Companion of 
theirs, to make away ſome of the Conncil, and deliver the Duke. 
But Herle ſoon revealed the Matter: To whom Barney (when 
he faw him brought as his Accuſer) ſmiling-ſaid, Herle, thou 
haſt prevented me one Hour, elſe I had ſtood in thy Place as 4's 
Accuſer, and thou hadſt ſtood here in mine as Guilty, and to be 
Hanged. This Conſpiracy, and ſeweral other Practices to deliver 
the Priſoners, were the Cauſe that a Parliament was hallen, in 
ewhich an Act was made agaiuſt any Attempts #0 rſcus Pri- 
ners. 
f A. D. 1572. W HEN it was found that the Queen of Scozs, 
at the very time when the French — and Queen Zlixaber ß 
were labouring to compound the Differences in Scotland, did 
intend to enter into a cloſe Confederacy with the Spaniard, by 
means of the Lord Seaton, who arriving in Eſex, was returned 
through England into Scotland in the Diſguiſe of a Sailor, and 
had from the Duke of Alva promiſed Auxiliary Forces to the 
Queen of Scots, who were of the Queen's Party, both ſhe was 
kept in clofer Cuſtody, and the Affection of the French King 
by little and little waxed cold towards her. Certainly the Duke 
of Alva omitted no ſubtile way of putting in Execution the

A. D. 1573. JOHN Leſley Biſhop of Raſe, was delivered 
out of Priſon, and commanded to depart England's who with- 
drew himſelf into France, Scarce was he departed the Land, 
but H. Cockin, who uſed privately to comvey. his Letters for bim, 
was apprehended, and by his Confeſſion Morgan diſcovered, who 
being a forward Man to further any ſecret Deſigns in behalf of 
the Queen of Scots, and very eager to put them in Execution, 
prefently fled. Alſo a Principal Phyſician amongft the Papiſts, 
and Good, both of them Doctors of Phyſick, and Francis Berry, 
were kept in Priſon ſome Months, for holding ſecret Corre- 
ſpondence with her by Letters. | : a 

In the mean time the Biſhop of Roſe omitted nothing on 
behalf of the Queen of Scots, with the Emperour, the Biſhop of 
Rome, the French King, and the Popiſh Princes of Germany, 
who all of them held him in Hope, but performed juſt nothing. 

In Ireland the O- Conors and the O-Moors, Families impatient” 
of Quiet, gathered together certain roying Companies, and 
making outrageous Spoil, facked and burnt Athlone. But Sir 
John Perott, Preſident of Munſter, kept them from: joining their 
Forces with the Rebels in Munſter, and made them glad to 
crave Pardon with all Submiſſion, in the Church of Kilaratock, 
And at the fame time the Earl of Deſinaud, with John his 
Brother, who were the Authors of that Rebellion, were broughs- 
back by Sir Edward PFittom out of Tugland into Ireland, and 
caſt into Priſon at Dublin; from whence notwithſtanding, they 
ſhortly after broke out. 4%; en SARS 
IN Ulſter, Brian Mac- Phelim, who had ſeized upon a great 
Part of the Country of Clandeboy, burnt the Town of Knock-" 
Fergus; and others in that Fract began to raiſe Tumults. Againſt 
theſe Walter: D' Evereux, Earl of Efex, was ſent; who having 
firſt upon the Borders of Ulſter, perſwaded Deſmond to lay 
down Arms and ſubmit hamſelf, did afterwards ſet upon Brian 
Mac-Phelim and his Forces, and with the Slaughter of 200 #i/h, 
A Brian, and Rory Oge his Half Brother, and Brian's 
Wife. | . 

A. D. 1575. ESSEX Marched againſt the Hebridiam Srovs, 
who had ſeiaed upon Clandabay, drove them into lurking Places, 
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put 400 of the Iſlanders of Rachdale to the Sword, forced the 
Caſtle, and put a Garriſon therein. e 

A. D. 1576. Six Henry Sidney, Lord Deputy of Ireland, 
going into Ulſter, many came into him, falling upon their Knees, 
and craving his Protection, namely, Mac Mahon, Mac Guire, Tur- 
laugh Leinigh, and others. In Leimſter in like manner did 
the O-Conors and the O- Moors, who by Force of Arms had ſeized 

n their Ancient Inheritances in Leiſe and Ophalie, out of 
which they had been thrown by the Law. The Earl of Deſmond 
coming to ſee him at Cork, offered him his beſt Service and 
Obedience, with all Submiſſion. From thence going into Con- 
zaught, he received into his Protection the Earl of Clan Ri- 
chard's Sons, who had Rebelled, but now moſt ſubmiſſively 
craved Pardon in the Church of Galway, | 

'SCARCE two Months after, the Earl of Clan Richard's Sons 
eathered together again a Rabble of Lewd Fellows, and out- 
rageoufly practiſed their Robberies and Depredations all over 
Connaught: But upon the Lord Deputy's coming, their Thieving 
Troops were diſperſed and fled, and the Earl of Clan Richard 
himfelf their Father, was caſt into Priſon at Dublin, as acceſſory 
to their Crimes. The Lord Deputy being returned back, they 
crept out of their Holes again, and in vain beſieged Balla-Reogh 
Caſtle with Loſs of Men, being their Father's Chief Seat. The 
Lands of Mac William Eughter, that is, the Younger, they 
waſted, joining to them the Iſland Scots. But at the coming 
of the Lord Deputy they vaniſhed again. 

A. D. 1577. THE Prince of Orange had opportunely learn- 
ed, That Don John (of Auſtria) was projecting to Marry with 
the Queen of Scots, and preſently aquairited Queen ' Elizabeth 
therewith, who was moreover aſcertained, that Dan John, 
through the Perſtwaſion of the Earl of Weſtmorland, and the 
Engliſh Fugitives, and being much forwarded and favoured 
therein by the Biſhop of Rome, and the Guiſes, had already 
ſwallowed the ſaid Marriage in Hope, and withal the Kingdoms 
of England and Scotland; and had now determined to ſeize 
upon the Iſle of Man in the Iriſh Sea, as commodious for in- 
vading England from Ireland, and the Weſt Coaſt of Scotland, 
where the Queen of Scuts had very many devoted unto her, as 
alſo in the oppoſite part of England, namely North Wales, and 
the Counties of Cumberland, Lancaſhire, and Cheſhire, where 
the greateſt part of the Inhabitants were very much addicted to 
the Popiſh Religion. 

THERE aroſe alſo a new Suſpicion from Thomas Copley (one 
of the Prime Men amongſt the Engliſh Fugitives) his being re- 
cemmended to the French King by Vaux, Don John's Secretary, 


and receiving from him the Dignity of Knighthood, and Title of 
OY : Baron, 
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Baron. Don John in the mean time ſecretly proſecuted the 
ſaid Marriage, deluded Queen Elizabeth, and while he ſeemed 
to be intent upon the perpetual Edict of Peace, brake forth into 
War, ſurprized Towns and Caſtles by Craft, and wrote to the 
Spaniard; that the beſt Courſe was to fall the Iſlands of 
Zeland, before he ſet upon the inner Provinces; and feeding 
his own Hopes, he endeayoured to perſwade him by Eſcouedo, 
his Secretary, that England might eaſilier be won than Zelandl. 

QUEEN Elizabeth declared ſhe knew for certain, that Don 
John by his ſecret Practices with the Queen of Scots, was her 
moſt mortal Enemy, and the Spaniard underſtood alſo for cer- 
tain, that there was a Plot laid by Don John againſt her, 

IN Ireland the O-Moors and O-Conors and others, whoſe An- 
ceſtors Suſſex Lord Deputy had in the Reign of Queen Mary de- 
prived. of their Patrimonies in Leiſe and Ophalie, for their 
Miſdemeanours, and had aſſigned them no other Place to live 
in, brake forth into Rebellion, Rory Oge being their Ringleader; 
the Town of Naas they fired; Lachlin they aſſaulted, but were 
repulſed by the Valour of George Carew the Governour; and 
within a few Days after, laying a Trap for the Baron of Upper 
Oſſory, he was intercepted himſelf, and cut in Pieces, freeing 
thereby the Neighbour People from farther Fears. 2h 

A. D. 1578. Fo x invading of Ireland and England both at 
once, and Depoſing of Queen Elixabeth, who was the ſtrongeſt 
Bulwark of the Reformed Religion, both the Spaniard and Gre- 
ory XIII, Biſhop of Rome, had their ſecret Conſultations and 
Defigns. 

THESE two, who knew that the greateſt Strength of Eng- 
land conſiſted in the Navy Royal and the Merchants Ships, which 
were both built and furniſhed for Sea-Seryice, thought it good 
that the Italian and Low-Country Merchants ſhould upon | 
Pretence or other, hire the greateſt Part of theſe os Ships 
for long Voyages, and while they were abroad, the Nayy-Royal 
ſhould * ſurprized and overpowered by a greater Fleet; and that 
at the ſame time Thomas Stukeley, an Engliſh Fugitive, ſhould 
with a Body of Men joyn with the Rebels in Ireland. He had 
by his vapouring Brags of himſelf, wrought himſelf into ſuch 
Favour with that Ambitious Pope, that he honoured him with 
the Titles of Marqueſs of Leimſter, Earl of Wexford and Cater- 
laugh, Viſcount Morough, and Baron of Roſs, and gave him the 
Command of 800 1talians, levied at the Spaniard's Charge, and 
Pay for the Iriſh War. With theſe putting to Sea from Civita 
Vecchia, he arrived at length in Portugal, at the Mouth of the 
River Tazus, where, by the Operation of Divine Providence, 
theſe Deſigns againſt England and Ireland were diſappointed; 
for Szukely making a Campaign in Africa under Sebaſtian 4 
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ters of Recoumengaation to the Spaniard, he returned into Spain, 
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of Portugal, was there ſlain in Battle, together with Sebaſtian 
and two other Kings.

Ha p nat this fatal End of Don Sebaſtian diverted the Spa- 
niard's Mind; from, the Invaſion of England, to the Hopes of 
the Kingdom of.

land. For they write, that thoſe. vaſt Forces which the Spa- 


niard had begun to levy in Italy, and were to be poured into 
England, were employed for the Conqueſt of Portugal.

Peninſula of Ireland; where, in a Place 
folemnly conſecrated by the Prieſts, he erected a Fort, and drew 
up his Ships cloſe under it: Which Ships Thomas Courtney an 
Eus liſh Gentleman, who lay by Chance at Anchor with a Man 
of War in a Road hard by, ſoon after ſet upon, took and car- 
ried away, and deprived tne Spaniards of the Benefit of the Sea. 
Jobn and James, Brothers to the Earl of Deſinond, gathering

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Munſter, a {tout old Soldier, and flew both him and Carter that 
lay with him, ſtabbing them in many Places; then he flew all 
Davills Setyants, who were lodged in ſeveral Chambers; and 
4 returning all begoared with Blood, he boaſted among the 
paniards f the Murther: And let this (ſaid he) be 4 Pledge 
to you of my Faithfulneſs towards you, and the Cauſe you'are 
erigaged in. This Fact Sanders commended as a ſweet Sacri-

Tu Spaniards, when they ſaw ſo ſmall a Number of Iriſp 
join with them, and choſe unarmed and pitiful Fellows, con- 
to what Fitz-Morris had promiſed them, began to de- 

ſpair of themſelves, and to cry out they were undone, and to 
bewail their Condition; for they ſaw no way to eſcape.

ARTHUR Lord Grey, Lord Deputy of Ireland, Marching 
againſt the 'O-Conors,' who attempted to raiſe new Troubles in 
Ophalie, put O-Moloy, a Seditious 'Minded Man, to Death by 
Law, quieted that Country, as alſo the Country of the Magohz- 
gans, and of O-Carel, and cruſned a dangerous Conſpiracy: in 
the very Bud.

Briant, Erieſts, ſhould. be Arraigned: Who being Indicted upon 
E LY the 
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the Act for Treaſoir, made in the 25th of Edward the Third, 
and charged to have compaſſed and imagined the Deſtruction 
of the Queen and Realm; to have adhered to the Biſhop of 
Rome, the Queen's Enemy; to have come into England to 
diſturb the Peace and Quiet of the Realm; and to have raiſed 
Forces to that End, were Condemned to Die; and, perſiſting 
obſtinately to defend the Pope's Authority againſt the Queen, 
were Executed. For Campian, after he was Condemned, being 
asked, firſt, Whether Queen Elizabeth were a Right and Law- 
ſul Queen, refuſed to Anſwer: Then, Whether he would take 
Part with the Queen or the Pope, if he ſhould ſend Forces againſt 
the Queen; he rr. profeſſed and teſtified, under his Hand, 
that he would ftand for the Pope.

HEREUPON, as allo upon Occaſion of Rumours from all 
Parts, that great Dangers were at Hand and threatned, to pre- 
vent the Wicked Deſigns and Treacherous Practices of Sedi- 
tious People, and to provide for the Queen's Safety; upon which 
the Weltare, both of the Realm and Religion depended, many 
Men of all Degrees and Condition throughout England, bound 
themſelves in an Aſſociation, by mutual Vows, Subſcriptions, 
and Seals, to proſecute to Death, as far as lay in their Power, 
all thoſe that ſhould attempr any thing againſt the Queen. 

A. D. 1585. AT this Time a Parliament was holden, and 
iiilliam Parry, by Nation a Welſhman, Born of obſcure Paren- 
tage, and of mean Eſtate, by Title a Doctor of Law, (though 
but indifferently learned) a Man exceeding Proud, neat and 
ſpruce; when a Bill was preferred in the Lower-Houſe againſt 
the Jeſuites, was the only Man that ſtood up to ſpeak for them, 
pleadiag that the ſaid Law was cruel, bloody, deſperate, and of 
pernicious Conſequence to the Engliſh Nation, Being willed to 
ſhew his Reaſons, he obſtinately refuſed, unleſs it were before 
the Queen's Council ; whereupon he was committed to Cuſtody: 
But his Reaſons being after heard, and Submiſſion made, 
he was admitted again into the Houſe, Shortly after the ſame 
Parry was accuſed by Edmund Newill, (who claimed the Inhe- 
ritance of the Newvills Earls of Weſtmorland, and the _ - 

or 
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Lord Latimer, as next Heir Male,) to have been engaged in a 
ſecret Deſign for taking away the Queen's Life. But whereas 
Ne vill had no Witneſs to make good his Accuſation, Parry was 
brought to confront him, when, after ſome tart biting Words 
one againſt another, Parry began to relent a little, and being 
ſent to the Toxwer of London, he voluntarily confeſſed his 
.SoME few Days after he was Arraigned at the King's Bench 
Bar in at nent Where the Articles of his: Indictment 
being read, he confeſſed himſelf Guilty, and was Condemned, 
and ſoon afterwards Executed, for his ſaid Treaſon, in the 
Court-Yard: of the great Palace at Weſtminſter, where, was then 
a full Aſſembly of the States of the Realm met in Parliament. 
In the Tower was Henry Percy, Earl of Northumberland, 
at this Time kept Priſoner, a Man of a lively and active Spirit 
and Courage, (Brother to Thomas, who was Beheaded at Tor,) 
which Henry, was ſuſpected to have Plotted ſecretly with Throck- 
Morton, the Lord Paget, and the Guiſes, for invading of Eng- 
land, and ſetting the _ of Scots at Liberty, whom he always 
highly favoured. In the Month of June he was found dead in 
his Bed, Shot with three Bullets, near his Left Pap, his Chamber 
Door being Barred on the inſide. The Coroners Inqueſt of the 
Neighbour-Dwellers being impanelled and ſworn, according to 
the Cuſtom, and having viewed the Body, conſidered the Place, 
found the Piſtol with Gunpowder in the Chamber, and examin- 
ed his Man that bought the Piſtol, and him that ſold it; gave 
their Verdict, that the Earl had killed himſelf. The third Day 
after there was a full Meeting of the Peers of the Realm in the 
Star-Chamber, where Sir Thomas Bromley, Lord Chancellor of 
England, briefly declared, That the Earl had been engaged in Trai- 
terous Deſigns againſt his Prince and Country, which when he 
found once to be diſcovered, he had laid violent Hands upon 
himſelf, being terrified with the guilty Conſcience of his Offence. 
But to ſatisfy the Multitude, who are always prone to believe 
the worſt in ſuch Caſes, he commanded the Queen's Procurator 
or Attorney, and her Learned Council in the Law, to ſhew 
plainly the Reaſons why the Earl had been kept in Priſon, and 
the manner of his Death, which they did accordingly. | 
AFTER which, the manner of his Death was related, from the 
Evidence of the Inqueſt, the Teſtimony of the Lieutenant of the 
Tower, ſome of the Warders, and Pantin his Servant : And 
thereupon it was concluded, that be had with his own Hands 
Murthered himſelf, out of a Fear leſt his Family ſhould be at- 
tainted, and utterly ruined. |

vers and John Charnock, of Lancaſhire; John Jones, whole Fa- 
ther was Yeoman or Keeper of the Wardrobe to Queen Mary; 
Savage already mentioned; and Henry Dun, Clerk in the Office 
of Firſt-Fruits and Tenths : One Pollie alſo inſinuated himſelf in- 


to their Company, who is thought to have revealed all their Con · 


ſultations from Day to Day to Walſingham. 

To theſe Men Babington breaketh the Deſign; but not all 
Parts of it to every one of them. To Ballard, Tichburne, and 
Dun, he ſheweth his own Letters and the Scorriſſ Jones Tit- 
ney and Tichburne he perſwadeth to be Executers of the Murther. 


They at firſt refuſe to imbrue their Hands in the Blood of their 


Princeſs. Ballard and Babington labour to prove to them, that 
it is lawful to kill Princes Excommunicate; and if ever Equity 
and Juſtice, be to be violated, it is to be done for the Promotion 
of the Catholick Religion. Being hereupon with much ado per. 


ſwaded, they gave a kind of Conſent, Abington, Barnwell, 


Charnock, and Savage, take the Oath readily and chearfully to 
commit the Murther. Salisbury could by no Means be perſwa- 
ded to have his Hand in Killing the Queen, but voluntarily 

miſed his Help for Setting * of Scots at Liberty. — 
and above thoſe before- named, Babington pitcheth upon one 
Tichenor to make up the Crew, of whoſe Fidelity and Baldneſs 
he was well ſaisfied ; but he was at preſent abſent a great way 
off, Babington chargeth them not to acquaint any Man with the 
Buſineſs, but upon an Oath of Secreſy firſt taken.

fore-mientioned, and: earneftly beſought him to procure him a 
Licence from the Queen to travel into France, promiſing to do 
her extraordinary good Services in pumping out and diſcovering 
the ſecret Deſiqns of tlie Fugitives in behalf of the Queen of 
Scots. Walſing ham commended: the young Gemleman's Pur- 
poſe; and promiſed him not only a Licence to travel; but alſo 
many and great Matters if lie performed what he undertook; 
Yet did he linger and delay him, ring out in the mean time, 
by Eis own and other Men's. Cunning and Diligence; the whole 
Plot, when they thought that the very Sun was a Stranger to it; 
but this he did principally through the Diſcovery of Gilbert Gif 
Ford, a Prieſt. | . EEE: 

THrr1s Giffird was born of a good Family at Chellingron, in 
the County of Stafford, not far from Charley, where the Queen 
of Scots was Priſoner; and was ſent about this Time into Eng- 
Lind by the Fugitives; under the Counterfeit Name of Luſon, to 
put Savage in Mind of his Vow, and privately to lurk here as a 
Meſſenger to convey Letters betwixt them and the Queen of 
Scots: For ſb. dangerous was that Service, that they could draw 
neither the Counteſs of Arundel, nor the Lord Lumley, nor the 
Lord Henry Hownrd; nor yet George Shirley, to undertake it. 
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HE Fugitrves, to make Trial whether Giffard. would be 
faithful in the ſafe conveying of their Letters, ſent at firſt ſeve- 
ral empty Papers, (which we call Blanks, ) made up like Letters; 
which when they found, by the Anſwers they received, to have 
been delivered, — grew then more confident of him, and ſent 
Frequently other Letters written inCyphers concerning their B uſine ſs. 
But Gifford; whether pricked in Conſcience, ot formerly cor- 
rupted with Money; or terrified with Fear, had before this come to 
Walfngham privately, informed him what he was, and to what 
Purpoſe ſent into England, offered him his beſt Service in Love 
to his Prince and Country, and promiſed to impart unto him all 
the Letters he ſhould receive; either from the Fugitives, or from 
the Queen of Scots. Walſingham, laying hold on the Opportu- 
nity offered, entertained the Man kindly, ſent him into Srafford- 
ſhire, and wrote to Poulet; that he ſhould connive at the cor- 
rupting of one of his Men by Gifford. Powler; unwilling that 
any of his own Servants ſhould (as he ſaid) become a Traitor 
by ſuch Diſſembling, denied it; 2 2 he him to corrupt 
a Brewer, or ſome ſuch Man; who dwelt hard by. Gifford with 
a few Pieces of Gold ſoon 17 the Brewer; who pri vately 

t in the Letters, and received Anſwers of them, through an 

ole in the Wall, which was ſtopped with a looſe Stone; which 
Letters forthwith came to Wallingham's Hands by Meſſengers 
ready on purpoſe to carry them, Wallingham opened them, awrote 
them out, found out the Cyphers by the fingular Art and Skill 
. of Thomas Phelipps; and; by the Direction of Arthur Gregory, 

ſealed them up again ſo cunningly, that no Man could ever judge 
they had been opened, and ſo ſent them to thoſe to whom the 
were directed by the Superſcriptions. Thus were intercepted thoſe 
fore-mentioned Letters of the Queen of Scots to Babington, and 
his in Anſwer to her, and another of hers = him, (whereirt 
was cunningly added (after the 2 a Poſtſeript in the ſame 
Characters, deſiring him to ſet down the Names of the Six Gen- 
tlemen, and it's likely other things too x) alſo the Letters which 
were written the ſame Day and Date to Mendoza the Spaniſh Am- 
baſſadour, to Charles Paget, the Lord Paget, the Archbiſhop of 
Glaſcow; and Sir Francis Inglefield : All which were firſt copied 
out, and then ſent over Sea. i IN 
QUEEN Elizabeth, as ſoon as ſhe underſtood by theſe Let- 
ters that ſo dreadful a Storm hung over her Head, qn the one 
Side from her own Subjects at Home, and on the other Side 
from Strangers Abroad, gave Command, for the timely ſuppreſ- 
ſing of the Conſpiracy, that Ballard ſhould forthwith be appre- 
hended. Him therefore they ſeized on, before he was aware; 
in Bab ington's Houſe, at the very Moment when he was ready 
to ſet forward on his Journey or, France, Hereupon ame, 5 
ES BY 
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grew very much troubled and penſive, toſſed wich a Thouſand 
Uncertainties of an unreſolved Mind: And while: his Thoughts 
ran now this way now that way, at length he betook himſelf to 
Tichburne, and adviſed with him what was beſt to be done, 
Tichbarne's Counſel was, that the Conſpirators ſhould forthwith 
diſperſe themſelves and fly. But Babington thought it the beſt 
Courſe, to ſend Savage and Charnock preſently to execute the 
Murther: But firſt, that they might get the better Acceſs, he 
thought good to provide Savage of more handſome and courtly 
Apparel, and hereof he diſcourſed with them the ſame Day in 
St. Paul's Church. But preſently his Mind altered, and, conceal- 
ing the inward Anguiſh of his troubled Breaſt, he preſſed Wal- 
{ingham (then abſent at Court) by Letters and earneſt Intrea- 
ties, that he might now at length have his Licence granted to 
travel into France; and withal, ſollicited him for the Delivery of 
Ballard, who would be of ſpecial Uſe and Service to him in the 
Buſineſs he had undertaken, Wal/ingham feedeth him with fair 
Promiſes from Day to Day. That Ballard was apprehended, he 
layeth the Blame upon Tung, that ſubtile Diſcoverer of Papiſts, 
and upon the Purſuivants; and, as it were out of Love and 
Friendſhip, warneth Babington to beware of that kind of Men; 
and now he eaſtly perſwadeth the young Gentleman to lodge in 
his Houſe at London, till the Queen had ſigned his Licence, and 
till himſelf could return to London, that they might have the 
mote ſecret and ſecure Conference about Matters of ſuch Mo- 
ment and Conſequence, and that there might no Suſpicion ariſe 
of him amongſt the Fugitives, when he ſhould come into France, 
upon Account of his frequent Repair to his Houſe, In the mean 
time Scudamore, Walſnghan's Man, was commanded to have a 
diligent and watchful Eye upon him, and to keep him Company 

in all Places, under Pretence of ſecuring him from Purſuivants. 
Thus far had Walſingham ſpun this Thread alone, without 
acquainting the reſt of the Queen's Council: And longer be 
would have drawn it, but the Queen would not ſuffer it, Leſt (as 
ſhe ſaid her ſelf) by not heeding and preventing the Danger, while 
ſue might, the ji ould ſeem rather to tempt God, than to truſt in 
God, A Note was therefore ſent from the Court from Wal. 
firzham to his Man, that he ſhould more ſtrictly obſerve Babing- 
ton. This Note being unſealed, was delivered ſo to him, that 
Babington, ſiiting at the Board next him, read it along with him. 
Hereupon his Conſcience accuſinz him, and ſuſpecting that all 
was come to Light, the next Night, when he and Scudamore 
and one or two more of F/al/aghim's Men had ſupped plenti- 
fully in a Tavern, he aroſe from the Board as if he intended to 
pay the Reckoning, and leaving his Cloak and Sword behind

They were now fain to lurk in 
Woods and blind Corners; and having in vain tried to borrow 
Money of the French Ambafſadour, and Horſes of Tichburne, 
cut off Babington's-Hair, * and ſullied the natural Beauty 
of his Face with the Rind of green Walnuts; and being hardly 
put to it by Hunger, they went to an Houſe of the Beilamics 
near Harrow on the Hill, which Bellamies were ſtrongly addifted 
to the Romih Religion, There were they hid in Barns, there 
were they fed, an cloathed in rude Co try Habit. But the 
Tenth Day after, they were diſcoyered and brought up to Lon. 
don, the Gi teſtifying their publick, Joy by Ringing. of Bells, 
Making of oackres, and Singing of Plalms ; inſomuch as the 
Citizens were highly commended and thanked, by the Queen for 
theſe Teſtimonies of their good Affection. r 
THE reſt of the Conſpirators were taken ſoon aker, moſt of 
them in Places near the City; Salisbury in Cheſhire, having his 
Horſe run through by thoſe that purſiied him, and with him Tra- 
vers, after they had ſwam over the River Never. Jones was 
taken in Wales; who being privy to the deſigned Invaſion, had 
eoncealed' them in his Houſe, after he knew them to be pro- 
claimed Traitors; and had horſed Salisbury in his Flight, ang 
changed Cloaks with his Man, which was à Prieſt. Only Wind.- 
fore was not to be found. Many Days were ſpent in examining 
of them, who cut one another's THE Gat by their Confeſſions, 
and-diſcovered the whole Truth of the Buſineſs, 
Al this while was the Queen of Scots and her Seryants kept 
by Powlet, with ſo ſtrict a Watch, and fo cloſely obſerved, that 
ſhe was utterly ignorant of all theſe Occurrences, though they 
were commonly known and talked of all over England. _ But 
as ſoon as theſe Conſpirators were apprehended, Sir Thomas 
Gorges. was ſent to give her a brief Account thereof: Which 
News he ſurprized her with, and that of Set Purpoſe, juſt as ſhe 
had taken Horſe to ride a Hunting. Neither was lie permitted 
to return to the Place of her Cuſtody, but was led about (under 
a Shew of doing her Honour,) from one Gentleman's Houſe to 
another's dwelling thereabouts, In the mean time, Sir Joh 
Maners, Sir Edward Afton, Six Richard Bagot, and Maſter 2 
liam Waad (who was lately ſent into thoſe Parts, and wholly 
ignorant. of the Matter,) by Authority granted them under the 
Queen's Warrant and Letters, committed Nacue and Curle, her 
two Secretaries, to ſeyeral he, that they might * no 
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Conference either with one another, or with the Queen. And 
then breaking open the Doors of her private Cloſet, they ſent all 
her Cabinets, wherein her Papers were kept, ſealed up with their 
own Seals, to the Court, Then Powlet N he was 1 
ſeized upon all her Money, leſt ſhe ſhould corrupt any Body with 
Bribes, and paſſed his Word for the true reſtoring the ſame. Her 
Cabinets being ſearched before & Elizabeth, there awere found 
many Letters from Perſons beyond Sea, as alſa Copies of Letters 
auritten to ſeveral, Breviaries, and about fixty Indexes or Ta- 
Bes of private Cyphers or Charafters, Letters alſo from ſome 
Engliſh Noblemen to her, full of Expreſſions of Love and Re- 
ſpe. Which notwithſtanding, Queen Elizabeth diſſembled and 
concealed in Silence, according to the Motto which ſhe uſed, 
Video & taceo, i. e. I ſee but ſay nothing. But they haying got 
ſome Inkling thereof, began from that Time to ſhey themſelves 
deadly Adverſaries to the Queen of Scots, leſt they might ſeem 60 
have favoured her before. 8 41-9 
On the 13th of September ſeven of the Conſpirators were ar- 
raigned, confeſſed themſelves Guilty, and were condemned of 
High Treaſon. The next Day but one after, ſeven others were 
in Tike manner arraigned, pleaded Not Guilty, and ſubmitted 
themſelves to be tried þy God and the Country, as the Manner 
is; who were all found Guilty out of their own Confeſſions, and 
condemned Pollie only of the Number, though he were privy 
to all the Buſineſs, yet becauſe he affirmed that he had revealed 
ſeveral things to Walfing ham, was not arraigned, On the 2oth 
of the ſame Month (a Gallows and a Scaffold being ſet up for 
that Purpoſe in St. Giles's Fields, where they were wont to meet, ) 
the firſt Seven were executed as Traitors, 1 | 
The next Day the other ſeven were-drawn to the ſame Place, 
and ſuffered the ſame kind of Death = 
TES E being thus executed, Nawe a Frenchman, and Curle 
a Scot, who were the Queen of Scot's Secretaries, being examin- 
ed about the Letters, Copies of Letters, Notes, and Cyphers 
found in the Queen's private Cloſet, voluntarily acknowledged 
and ſubſcribed 'to it, that the Letters were of their Hand-Wri- 
ting, as they were dictated from the Queen's own Mouth in 
French to Nawe, and tranflated into Engliſh by Curle, and fo 
wrote in Cyphers, ' Neither did they deny but fhe had received 
Letters from Babingion, and that, by her Command, they had 
written back to him to the ſame Purpoſe as is before related. 
A. D. 1587. L' Aubeſpine, the French Ambaſſadour Zeiger 
in Eneland, a Man wholly deyoted to the Guiſian Faction,

in France; and afterwards more plainly and openly, by Trappy 


his Secretary, who promiſed him, if he would effect it, not 


only Infinite Glory, and a vaſt deal of Money, but alſo ſpecial 
Favour with the Biſnop of Rome, the Duke of Guiſe, and f 
rally with all the Catholicks. Stafford, as deteſting the Fa, 
refuſed to do it; yet recommended one Moody, a notable Hack- 
ſter, one ready for any Mifchief, as a Man who for Money- 
would without doubt reſolutely do the Buſineſs. This Mood, 


lying then in the Common-Goal of London, Stafford gave him to 


underſtand, that the French Ambaſſadour would very gladly ſpeak 
with him. He anſwered, he was very ready ſo to do, in caſe 
he were once out of Priſon: In the mean time he defired that 
Cordalion, the Ambaſſadour's other Secretary, with whom he was 
well acquainted, might be ſent unto him. The next Day Trappy 
was ſent accompanied by Stafford. Trappy, after Stafford was 
removed a little aſide, conferreth with Moody about the beſt 
way of killing the Queen. Moody propoundeth to do' it either 
by Poiſon, or by a Bag of Gunpowder, of twenty Pound Weight, 
to be put under the Queen's Bed, and _— red. Theſe two 
ways pleaſed not Trappy, who wiſned that ſuch another reſolute 
Fellow could be found as that Burgundian who Murthered the 
Prince of Orange. 


THESE Things were ſoon after revealed to the Queen's 
Council by Stafford, Whereupon Trappy, intending ſuddenly 


to go for France, was ſeized upon, and _ queſtioned touch- 
ing theſe Matters, confeſſed what has been ſaid. Upon this the 
Ambaſſadour himſelf was ſent for the 12th of January to Cecyl- 
Houſe, whither he came in the Evening, where were preſent 
by the Queen's Appointment, Cecy! Lord Burghley Lord Trea- 
ſurer of Englant, the Earl of Leiceſter, Sir Chriſtopher Hatton 
Vice Chamberlain to the Queen, and Daviſon one of her Secre- 
taries. They let him know, that they had ſent for him to in- 
form him for what reaſon they had apprehended Trappy his 


Secretary, as he was going or France, and they acquainted him 
Ys 


with all things, particularly, which Srafford, Moody, and Trappy 
himſelf, had confeſſed, and commanded them to be called in to 


Witneſs the fame to his Face, The Ambaſſadour, having heard 


all the Story, with great Impatience, and a frowning Counte- 
nance, now roſe up and ſaid, © That he, being the King's Am- 
baſſadour, would not hear any Accuſation to the Prejudice of 
© the King his Maſter, and againſt the Privileges of Ambaſſa- 
x dours, When it was anſwered, That they were not produced 
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as Accuſers, but that he 8 ſee theſe things not to be feigned 
and pretended, and that he himſelf might have Liberty to charge 
Scafford with Falſhood, he was ſatisfied. As ſoon as Stafford was. 
brought in, and began to ſpeak, he interrupted; him, railing upon 
him and affirming that Srafford was the firſt Man that propounded 
the Matter; and that he had threatned him, unleſs he would deſiſt, 
to ſend him bound Hand and Foot to the Queen; but yet had 
ſpared him, out of ſingular Love to Stafford's Mother, Brother 
and Siſter. Stafford falling upon his Knees, deeply proteſted 
upon his Salvation, that the Ambaſſadour firſt propounded the 
Matter to him. The Ambaſſadour being now more vehemently 
moved, Stafford was commanded to withdraw, and Moody was 
not brought in. | | L 
Ap when Burghley had — reproved the Ambaſſadour, 
as conſcious or Acceſſory to the plotting of ſo foul a Fact, both 
by his own Words and apy" Confeſſion ; he anſwered, 
Although he had been acceſſory to it, yet ſeeing he was an 

© Ambafſadour, he ought not to diſcover the ſame to any but 
© the King his Maſter only. When Burghley replyed, That if 
*i be not for an Ambaſſadour to make any ſuch Diſcovery, 
© when a Prince's Life is by Wicked Contrivances brought into 
© Danger, (which notwithſtanding is a Thing controverted) yet 
© it is the Duty of a Chriſtian to repell and hinder ſuch Injuries,

AT Michaelmaſs Term, which was kept at St. Albans, Richard 
Hasket was condemned and Executed for Treaſon, who, being 
ſent under-hand by the Engliſh Fugitives, perſwaded Ferdinand 
Earl of Derby, to take upon him the Title to the Crown, deriy- 
ing his Right and Claim from his Great Grand-Mother Mary, 
the Daughter of King ny VII, and made him large Promiſes 
of Men and Money ow the Spaniard ; threatning the Earl with 
ſudden and aſſured Deſtruction, unleſs he did it, and withal con- 
cealed the Buſineſs. - But the Earl, fearing left ſome Trap were 
laid for him, impeached the Man, who by his own voluntary 
Confeſſion acknowledged his Fault at the Bar, deteſting and cur- 
ſing thoſe who had given him the Counſel. Vet thoſe Threat- 
nings failed not of Performance; for the Earl after four Months 
died miſerably of a ſtrange kind of Death. 

In Ireland O-Conor Dun, Mac Davy, O-Brien, great Lords 
in Connaught, and ſome others, complained that they were un- 
juſtly vexed and troubled with Layy Suits about Lands anciently 
belonging to the Mortimers Earls of March; which notwith- 
{tanding, they had Uſurped to themſelves, not by any Right, but on- 
ly by long Preſcription of Time. Alſo the head br Lords of 
Ulſter, who had for ſome conſiderable Time ſtood in Fear leſt 
the Engliſh Laws impoſing on them, and the dividing their 
Territories into Counties, would by little and little diminiſh 
their Tyranny over the People, (as they had ſeen come to 

aſs in Monaghan) began to hatch the Rebellion, which they 
mad long brooded in their Minds. And firſt Hugh O-Donell 
ſuddenly ſurprized the Caſtle of Monzroſs. Mac Guire, a power- 
ful Lord in Fermannagh, was the next after O-Donell that 
was put forward to ſtrike up his Drums; he brake into the 
Neighbouring Countries to Plunder them, and entred into Con- 
naught, accompanied with Gauran a Prieſt, who was by the 
Pope deſi zned Primate of Ireland. This Prieft exhorted him to 
rely upon God, and try his Fortune, promiſing him affured 
Victory. But it fell out otherwiſe, Mac Guire being put to 
Flight thro' the Valour of Sir Richard Bingham, and the Pri- 
mate with many others Slain. Shortly after Mac Guire brake 
forth into open Rebellion, whom Tir-Oen proſecuting under a 
diſſembling * of Duty, received a Wound, with great Com- 
mendation for his Courage and Fidelity, Dowdall, a valiant 
Engliſn Captain, won Iniskellin, a ſtrong Hold of Mac Guire's, 
in the Lake Erne, putting the Garriſon to the Sword.

To theſe two Men they made known their 
ſeveral Grievances, and delivered their Petitions particularly Man 
by Man, and a Treaty was enter ' d _ ; during which Treaty, 
Tir-Oen eagerly, underhand, ſollicited the Spaniard, by ſupplica- 
ting Letters, and by his Agents, to ſend them Aſſiſtance; till at
